This new version of the PEI OMA adds the Revised Behavior Problem Checklist (RBPC)
which is now associated to Brief Strategic Family Therapy (BSFT), Multidimensional
Family Therapy (MDFT), and the Strengthening Families Program (SFP). One new
feature is the ability to choose one of two respondents for the RBPC. The system will
display two copies of the RBPC questionnaires (RBPC — Parent and RBPC — Teacher), but
only one can be entered. Once the scores are entered and saved for an RBPC
guestionnaire, the alternative RBPC questionnaire will be hidden for the life of that

treatment cycle.
